pearance of a new manual for the identification of Ohio vas- 
culai* plants is worthy of special notice. For many years 
students have had to rely on J. H. Schaffner’s manual- which 
has long since become out-dated and out-of-print. Dr. Weis- 
haupt, who is curator of the Ohio State Herbarium, has 
prepared a book that meets this pressing need for an uji-to- 
date accounting of Ohio plants. 

Essentially, her manual is a series of dichotomous keys. 
Vascular plants are categorized as “Pteridophyta” or “Sper- 
matophyta”. Within these groups artificial keys to families

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ai'e given with page refei'ences to generic keys following the 
family name. A brief, general characterization of the family 
is pj’csented followed by the key to genera. A further refer¬ 
ence to a genus name and number leads one to the key for 
species. This key is headed by a brief genus description. 
Other than those that appear in the key, there ai‘e no desci’ilo¬ 
tions or notes for the species, although common names ai‘e 
given. In the back of the manual two si)ecial keys ai‘e in¬ 
cluded, a key to woody plants in leaf and one to woody plants 
in winter condition. A glossary and index are at the end of 
the l)ook. 

The various diagnostic keys are the most pi*aiseworlhy 
feature of the manual; for the most part they ai'e cleai% con¬ 
cise, and highly usable. Obviously, much careful work went 
into their construction. There is a minimum of technical 
language which should facilitate their use by students. The 
keys to gi’asses and to sedges are excellent. The key to cru¬ 
cifers, depending on both liowei'ing and fruiting material 
being available, is less successful. Some keys are pi'efaced 
with a “suggestion” to aid in their use. 

The general appi'oach of the author to species is conserva¬ 
tive I’athei’ than modern. Seldom are vai’ieties oi* foi'ins 
described. Very little attention is given to natural hybrids. 
One is included for Popidus, but none for Vioki or Quercu.^. 
No distinction is made between native and introduced plants. 
Thus, Ginkffo and Rheum are included without reference to 
their origin oi* distribution. On the othei* hand, Picea has 
been left out. Perhaps the most serious fault in the treat¬ 
ment of species has l)een the omission of any ecological, 
geogi’aphical, or economic comments. An additional refer¬ 
ence work will alwavs be necessarv for one who wishes to 
know as much about a species as he would oi’dinarily want 
to know. Species descriptions and comments would have 
added immeasurablv to the value of the manual for students. 


It would be unfail' to criticize this manual, which has been 
designed primarily as a diagnostic key, entirely on grounds 
of what it could have been. Specialists may well be disap¬ 
pointed in the treatment of species, and others may wish 
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for more information, such as maps, geologic history, draw¬ 
ings, and chromosome numi)ers, but as a clear and refined 
set of keys this book has few equals. One can hope that a 
revised edition will include not only these keys but also the 
usual supplementary information. — Robert W. Long, ohio

An Indispensable Manual of Tropical Marine Botany. 

— Biologists interested in the marine algal flora of the trojii- 
cal and subtropical coasts of the United States and the 
Caribbean area have long awaited the appearance of a com¬ 
prehensive taxonomic manual to facilitate the determination 
of their collections. Taking into consideration the spectacu¬ 
lar and highly diversified nature of the marine algal llora of 
this region, one is struck by the I'elative paucity of system¬ 
atic ti’eatments relating to it; desciaptions of tropical Amer¬ 
ican species have been widely scattered through geneiail 
taxonomic works, such as Agardh’s Sprries AUianim (1820- 
28), and the first impoi'tant attempt to deal with them 
critically on a I’egional basis was that of VV. H. Harvey in 
his Nereii^ Borcali-Amcriruna (1852-58). h"or practical 
purposes of recent yeai’s, those wishing to identify marine 
algae of Florida and the Carilibean area have had recourse 
mainly to two manuals, namely Boi’gesen’s Marine AUjae of 
the Danish West Indies (1918-20) and W. R. Taylor’s Ma¬ 
rine AUjae of Florida, n'ith speeial referenee to the Dry Tor- 
tiiyas (1928). Both of these, although ci'itical and valuable 
treatments, cover the marine algae flora of restricted areas 
onlv and make no claims to exhaustive coverage. 

The appearance of a marine algal floi-a foi' the whole of 
the Eastern American tropical and subtropical seaboard, 
from Bermuda and North Cai’olina to Southern Brazil, there¬ 
fore satisfies an acute and very long-felt need. 

Dr. Taylor’s book of 870 pages, with numei-ous plates of 
illustrations, contains descriptions of, and keys to, all the 
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
